A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  January  5, 1999  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  Albert  E.  Winters.  Also  present  were

all  present  at  the  meeting. 

First  on  the  agenda  was  the  signing  of  warrants 
#27,  #27  and  #28  and  the  appr  oval  of  the  minutes  from 
the  last  meeting  held  on  December  22, 1998.  Following 
this  was  the  agreement  of  the  following  credit 
memorandums  in  the  amounts  of  $97.46,  $382.04,  $160.55 
and  $380.56,  as  well  as  the  water  commitments  in  the 
amount  of  $140.20,  $607.06,  $944.77,  and  $5,162.22;  and 
the  schedule  of  water  taxes  in  the  amount  of  $1,198.74. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  met  with  Water  Rate  Study 
Committee  Chairman  John  Farnham  accompanied  by 
DPW  Superintendent  Rob  Zora.  Mr.  Farnham  reported  to 
the  board  that  some  of  the  report's  recommendations  are 
premature  at  this  time  as  more  issues  are  being  reviewed 
in  accordance  with  the  study  of  water  and  sewer  costs  in 
relation  to  the  town's  growth  in  income.  This  year,  in 
particular,  they  looked  at  the  rates  of  water  and  sewer  on 
separate  levels,  revealing  issues  that  led  them  to 
recommend  to  the  board  an  increase  in  rates  which  at  this 
time  can  not  be  given  a  definite  dollar  amount,  as  Mr. 
Pickles  is  still  in  the  process  of  compiling  budget  numbers 
and  employee  benefit  packages.  But  projection  will  entail 
a  nominal  1  percent  increase  in  water  rates  and  2  to  3 
percent  for  that  of  sewer. 

Mr.  Zora  stepped  in  at  this  juncture  to  stress  the

main  focus  of  the  study  which  was  the  necessary  increase 
in  new  sewer  services  that  have  been  charged  a  modest 
$500  fee.  It  is  clear  that  with  extensive  research  into 
private  contractors  and  surrounding  town's  normal 
practice,  the  average  fee  is  $1,500  which  covers  all  costs  to 
the  DPW  by  the  homeowner  requesting  the  new  sewer 
line  services.  This  is  a  very  appropriate  fee,  as  in  the  past 
the  costs  have  well  exceeded  $500  leaving  the  additional 
$1,000  charges  to  come  out  of  the  budget,  hence  the 
taxpayers'  pocket.  This  increase  will  apply  to  services 
requiring  road  cutting  into  existing  town  roads,  allowing 
the  town  to  do  the  job  correctly  the  first  time  with  no 
future  road  cave-ins. 

For  basic  tie-in  sewer  connections  the  fee  will 
remain  at  $500.  "We  are  not  looking  to  make  a  profit  on 
this  increase,"  Mr.  Zora  said.  "This  will  allow  us  to  cover 
the  costs  we  have  been  absorbing  in  the  past,  making  us 
break  even."  All  members  of  the  board  agreed  with  the 
increase  and  Selectman  Schaefer  moved  to  create  a 
separate  policy  to  assure  that  a  cut-off  date  for  road 
cutting  of  November  20  of  each  year  is  met  to  eliminate 
unnecessary  man  hours,  and  will  resume  each  spring 
when  the  weather  permits.  The  board  approved  this 
motion. 

Lee  Hayes  pointed  out  this  study  should  be  used

Mr.  Zora  also  brought  to  the  board's  attention  the 
need  for  a  new  emergency,  plowing,  and  sanding  utility 
truck  for  the  town,  as  their  third  one  —  a  1972  model 
purchased  in  1990  —  has  recently  failed  them  and  costs 
would  far  exceed  the  worth  of  the  vehicle.

The  board  first  met  with  Highway  Surveyor  Jeff 
Eldridge  to  discuss  pending  plans  for  a  new  Highway 
Facility  in  town.  According  to  Mr.  Huntoon,  he  had 
spoken  to  Mr.  Eldridge  about  working  together  on  the 
project  for  which  Town  Meeting  voters  allocated  $15,000 
for  a  feasibility  study  last  year.  "In  1998,  Town  Meeting 
(voters)  approved  $15,000  for  a  feasibility  study  for  a  new 
Highway  Facility,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said.  "We  both  felt  we 
could  save  time  and  money  by  not  appointing  a 
(feasibility)  study  committee  and  look  into  options 
ourselves." 

"I'd  like  to  have  an  engineer  look  at  two 
proposals  which  I  have  in  mind  and  see  how  far  we  can 
go  with  $15,000,"  Mr.  Eldridge  said.  "I'll  have  the  land 
surveyed  ...  my  main  goal  right  now  is  to  get  the  majority 
of  my  equipment  under  cover,  (but)  right  now  I  have  no 
room.  I'm  not  looking  for  a  facility  to  move  my  office  ... 
I'm  basically  looking  for  a  storage  space.  I'm  hoping  to 
have  a  design  for  under  $15,000." 

Mr.  Eldridge  estimated  that  the  facility  itself 
would  cost  between  $200,000  and  $250,000  and  would 
require  Town  Meeting  approval  before  moving  forward. 

Chairman  Cutler  suggested  that  getting  different 
opinions  from  members  of  a  feasibility  study  committee 
might  be  beneficial,  and  noted  that  many  important 
concerns  were  addressed  through  the  recent  Public  Safety 
Building  Study  Committee. 

"This  is  my  effort  toward  centralizing  some  of  the 
town's  building  needs,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said.  "I'd  like  to 
propose  that  (Mr.  Eldridge)  and  I  work  together  and 
report  back  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  will  very 
much  be  a  work  in  progress." 

Selectman  Ryan  moved  that  Mr.  Huntoon  and  Mr. 
Eldridge  be  authorized  to  collaborate  on  a  package 
proposal  for  the  Highway  Facility  and  report  back  to

Rules  and  Regulations  for  use  of  the  Marion 

Transfer  Station 

Effective  January  1, 1999 

1.  Effective  January  1, 1999,  the  transfer  station  will  no  longer  accept 
brush,  stumps,  logs,  stone  or  mixed  fill.  These  materials  can  be 
disposed  of  at  either  County  Road  Recycling  or  the  Rochester 
Environmental  Park. 

2.  Carver/Marion/Wareham  Regional  Refuse  District  special  permits 
will  be  required  for  the  disposal  of  refrigerators,  freezers,  and  air 
conditioners.  Permits  are  available  at  the  Carver  Board  of  Health, 
Wareham  Shellfish  and  Harbormaster 's  office,  Rochester  Town  Hall, 
or  the  Marion  Department  of  Public  Works.  Residents  must  pick  up 
stickers  at  their  respective  towns.  There  will  be  a  fee  of  $15.00  for  the 
disposal  of  refrigerators,  freezers,  and  air  conditioners.  Other  metal 
items  —  i.e.  stoves,  bicycles,  and  miscellaneous  metals,  will  still  be 
accepted. 

3.  Effective  January  1, 1999,  we  will  no  longer  accept  bulky  waste 
and  demolition  debris  from  pick-up  trucks  with  loads  above  the 
pick-up  body,  trailers,  or  one-ton  dump  trucks. 

4.  Contractors  with  demolition  or  construction  debris  are  restricted 
to  one  load  per  week  with  pick-up  trucks  properly  loaded.  The 
maximum  length  of  construction  debris  is  4'. 

5.  Large  demolition  projects  from  contractors  may  be  disposed  of  at 
the  Rochester  Environmental  Park  or  by  container  services  with 
ABC,  BFI  or  Frades  Disposal  and  County  Road  Recycling  in  the 
Spring. 

6.  Residential  waste  and  recycling  materials  from  the  towns  of 
Rochester,  Carver  and  Wareham  may  be  delivered  to  the  regional 
transfer  station  on  Route  #28,  Cranberry  Highway,  in  Rochester.

Power  Squadron  Boating  Course 

Registration  for  the  next  course  sponsored  by  the 
Mattapoisett  Power  Squadron  will  be  held  at  7:30  pm  on 
Tuesday,  January  12  at  Old  Rochester  Regional  High 
School  (Route  6  in  Mattapoisett  near  the  Mattapoisett/ 
Marion  town  line).  If  the  school  is  closed  because  of  snow, 
registration  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  January  19  at  7:30 
pm.

Boaters  can  save  on  insurance  if  they  take  a  basic 
boating  course  such  as  this  one.  Statistically,  boating 
course  graduates  have  good  safety  records,  making  them 
better  risks  for  marine  insurance  companies.  In  addition, 
all  boaters  16  years  of  age  and  under  are  now  required  to 
pass  a  boating  course  in  order  to  operate  motor  boats  of 
any  horsepower.  This  requirement  should  be  an  incentive 
for  young  people  to  sign  up  for  this  basic  boating  course. 

In  the  six  two-hour  sessions  of  the  course, 
students  will  be  introduced  to  the  basics  of  14  subjects: 
charts  and  aids-to-navigation,  sailing,  engine  trouble- 
shooting, course  plotting  practice,  equipment  required  by 
state  and  federal  regulations,  radio-telephone  procedures, 
boat  handling,  docking  and  undocking,  weather 
prediction,  trailering,  and  elementary  marlinspike 
seamanship  (tying  knots  that  hold).  The  seventh  session  is 
a  final  exam.  A  United  States  Power  Squadron  Certificate 
of  Completion  is  awarded  to  everyone  who  completes  this 
course  and  passes  the  final  exam. 

The  course  is  open  to  everyone,  with  no  age 
restriction  and  no  requirement  for  boat  ownership.  The 
only  costs  associated  with  the  course  are  the  cost  of 
materials  plus  $5  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  classroom 
rental.  Price  for  materials,  including  sales  tax,  are  as 
follows:  Boating  Course  Complete  Kit,  $26.50  (includes 
student  manual,  a  course  plotter,  and  dividers  for  those 
who  are  starting  from  scratch);  student  manual  only,  $15 
(for  those  who  already  have  plotting  equipment);  extra  set 
of  homework  questions,  $4  (in  case  more  than  one  family 
member  is  taking  the  course);  practice  chart  and  practice 
rope,  $3.  The  total  cost  if  you  have  no  equipment  at  all  is

■  Happiness.  Starring  Dylan  Baker,  Philip  Seymour  Hoffman, 
and  Lara  Flynn  Boyle.  Directed  by  Todd  Solondz.  Running 
time:  130  minutes.  No  MPAA  rating.  At  Cinema  140  in  New 
Bedford. 

Happiness,  the  new  film  by  the  independent  artist  Todd  Solondz 
(Welcome  to  the  tollhouse),  is  a  sobering  and  devastating  comedy  — 
yes,  comedy  —  about  such  things  as  loneliness,  despair,  murder,  and 
pedophilic  rape.  Mot  necessarily  in  that  order.  Solondz  doesn't  make  the 
ha-ha-funny,  sitcom-level  comedies  most  people  are  comfortable  with. 
His  humor,  indeed,  arises  from  intense  discomfort.  When  a  sweaty, 
flabby  loser  is  spitting  sexual  taunts  into  his  phone,  or  when  a  pedophile 
is  having  a  calm,  candid  talk  with  his  curious  11-year-old  son  about 
erections,  you  laugh  in  disbelief;  the  laughter  is  quickly  choked  off. 

The  movie  is  a  series  of  interconnected  anecdotes  dealing  with  a 
group  of  mostly  well-off  New  Jersey  suburbanites.  There  are  three 
sisters:  the  chic,  disdainful  writer  Helen  (Lara  Flynn  Boyle),  the  smug 
wife  and  mother  Trish  (Cynthia  Stevenson),  and  the  rather  lost  and 
unambitious  Joy  (Jane  Adams)  —  all,  of  course,  miserable  in  their  own 
ways.  Helen,  for  instance,  feels  like  a  phony  for  getting  praise  she 
doesn't  think  she  deserves;  she  and  Trish  (whose  buried  hostility  comes 
out  in  odd,  passive-aggressive  bursts)  look  at  their  less  successful  sister 
Joy  with  pity.  Joy,  who  bounces  from  job  to  job  and  boyfriend  to 
boyfriend,  is  a  delicate-natured  woman  —  the  type  who  will  always 
search  for  something  or  someone  to  cling  to. 

Trish's  husband  Bill  (Dylan  Baker)  is  a  psychiatrist  with  a  placid  and 
precise  demeanor;  you  feel  that  everything  about  him  is  manicured. 
That  facade  conceals  a  deep  and  uncontrollable  fixation:  he  buys  teeny- 
bopper  magazines  and  masturbates  in  his  car  to  the  photos  of  young 
boys.  Soon  enough,  he's  planning  to  rape  one  of  his  own  son's  friends. 
This  pedophile  storyline,  which  has  gotten  all  the  attention,  is  overall 
one  of  the  most  disturbing  things  I've  seen  in  a  movie — in  no  small  part 
because  Solondz  doesn't  let  us  stand  apart  from  Bill  and  judge  him.  In 
a  sequence  that  redefines  "horror,"  Bill  puts  drugs  in  a  young  boy's  tuna 


salad  sandwich,  plotting  to  rape  the  boy  once  he  passes  out.  Solondz' 
control,  and  Dylan  Baker's  phenomenally  detailed  performance,  are 
such  that  when  the  boy  initally  tells  Bill  he  doesn't  want  the  sandwich, 
we  actually  feel  a  twinge  of  defeat  along  with  Bill. 

It  would  be  easy  to  close  ourselves  off  from  Bill,  and  from  everyone 
else  in  happiness,  including  sad,  heavy  Allan  (Philip  Seymour  Hoffman), 
one  of  Bill's  patients,  who  makes  obscene  phone  calls  to  random 
women.  Or  Krishna  (Camryn  Manheim,  from  TV's  The  Practice),  Allan's 
lonely  neighbor,  who  one-ups  Allan's  outrages  and  then  some.  But 
Solondz  asks  us  to  do  something  more  difficult,  which  most  Americans 
are  not  prepared  to  do  —  we're  programmed  to  cluck  and  finger-point 
at  anything  we  find  morally  reprehensible.  It's  more  instructive,  and  in 
the  end  more  fulfilling,  to  allow  ourselves  to  understand  (if  not  condone) 
horrible  actions  and  the  compulsions  that  drive  them. 

Solondz'  previous  film,  Welcome  to  the  tollhouse,  was  a  deadpan 
study  of  the  hell  that  isjunior  high;  Happiness  is  heavier  and  darker  and 
much  more  daring,  a  quality  reflected  by  the  independent  distributor 
October  Films'  frightened  decision  to  pass  on  the  film  (pressured  by  its 
parent  studio  Universal).  Taking  a  page  from  Solondz  himself,  I  don't 
condone  this  decision,  but  I  understand  it:  Happiness  is  tough  stuff — 
quietly  confrontational,  genuinely  haunting,  and,  most  disturbing  of  all, 
unexpectedly  moving.  When  Bill  is  honest  for  the  last  time  with  his  11- 
year-old  son,  telling  him  what  he  did  and  why,  Happiness  gets  so  deep 
under  your  skin  that  you'll  spend  a  week  trying  to  work  through  your 
feelings  about  Bill  —  and  everyone  else  in  this  great  and  searing  movie.

THE  WORD 
GUY

"My  four  kids  were  chaosing  all 
over  the  house  this  morning,"  a  friend 
told  me  the  other  day. 

Those  jumping  juveniles  created  a 
terrible  mess,  not  to  mention  a  new 
verb. 

Normally  I  trash,  er  ...  denounce 
the  conversion  of  nouns  to  verbs  ("the 
new  way  to  office,"  "she  guested  the 
Leno  show"  ■ —  Ugh!).  But  I'm  smil- 
ing at  "chaosing."  What  better  word  to 
describe  the  topsy-turvy  play  of  chil- 
dren? 

After  centuries  wrapped  in  the  gray 
cocoon  of  noun-hood,  newly  convert- 
ed verbs  like  "chaos"  suddenly 
emerge  as  kinetic  butterflies,  darting 
and  whirling  through  our  language. 

OK,  so  some  butterflies  are  more 
beautiful  than  others.  When  I  hear 
people  say,  "Example  that  statement," 
or,  "The  family  room  entrances  to  the 
deck,"  I  immediately  reach  for  my 
butterfly  net. 

But  it  works  both  ways.  Flitting 
verbs  can  suddenly  enshroud  them- 
selves in  nouny  cocoons  as  well.  A  hot 
new  trend,  for  example,  is  turning  the 
verb  "disconnect"  into  a  noun.  It's  the 
cliche  de  jour  for  any  disjunction, 
clash  or  contrast. 

"I  realize  there's  a  disconnect 
between  our  policies  and  our  prac- 
tices," a  CEO  might  admit  —  which  is 
fine,  I  suppose,  as  long  as  she's  not  in 
charge  of  the  electric  company. 

"Disconnect"  now  joins  the  well 
connected  ranks  of  other  "renouned" 
verbs:  "read"  ("it's  a  good  read"), 
"sell"  ("he's  a  tough  sell")  and  "go" 
("it's  a  go!"). 

Another  verbal  fad  is  converting 
intransitive  verbs  that  don't  normally 
take  a  direct  object  into  transitive 
verbs  that  do. 

Suddenly,  weak,  90-pound  intransi- 
tives  that  haven't  done  anything  to  a 
noun  or  pronoun  for  centuries  are 
kicking  . . .  well,  just  about  anything 
they  can  find. 

Angela  Davis,  for  instance,  recently 
transitivized  "disappear."  "Prisons  do 
not  disappear  problems,"  she  wrote. 
"They  disappear  human  beings." 

And  my  wife  gave  the  normally 
intransitive  verb  "snack"  an  object  — 
and  me  a  start  —  when  she  recently 
asked  me  to  "snack"  our  2-year-old 
daughter. 

Snack  her  I  did.  Crackers  and  juice, 
as  I  recall.  And  she  didn't  even  chaos. 
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shift  to  the  all-important  work  of  adopting 
implementation  strategies  which  can  be  supported  by  the 
community  and  which  are  likely  to  get  the  job  done.  This 
will  include  land  use  and  design  controls,  resource 
protection  strategies,  administrative  capacity  and  budget 
issues,  and  the  need  for  expanded  community 
partnerships  and  initiatives.  A  draft  Master  Plan  will 
follow  by  late  April.
